There isn’t any doubt in my 
mind that this old fellow shall 
come forth from the grave and 
to be prompted by Satan, he 
is also referred to as the rod of 
God’s indignation, also in Isaiah 
14, we have a description of 
him, and it plainly states, “Thou 
art cast out of thy grave.” 
There are still other Scriptures 
that confirm the fact that the 
anti-Christ shall be resurrected 
for this special purpose. 

I will now refer to the sec- 
ond Scripture read in your hear- 
ing, Daniel 9, beginning with 
the 20th verse. 

We find here that Daniel was 
in prayer again, this must have 
been about two years later than 
the time when he fainted. Dan- 
iel states here that the same 
angel appeared unto him, he 
tells Daniel that he has come to 
give hin. skill and understand- 
ing, then went ahead to explain 
to him, and told him that ‘“Sev- 
enty weeks were determined up- 
on thy people.”” Here he meant 
upon the Jews. 

Weeks here mean weeks of 
years. The original rendering 
has it “seventy sevens.” The 
Jews had weeks of years as well 
as weeks of days. 

In Daniel 10:2, Daniel states 
I was mourning three full 
weeks, The marginal reading, 
from the Hebrew rendering has 
it weeks of days. Here the He- 
brew makes a distinction and 
specifies weeks of days, showing 
that the Hebrew recognized 
weeks of years as well as that 
of days. 

The narration establishes the 
fact that weeks of years is what 
the angel had reference to when 
speaking to Daniel. 

Now let us keep in mind that 
this whole narration is concern- 
ing Daniel’s people, referred to 
as “thy people,” the Jews. The 
Jews were in captivity in Bab- 
ylon, they were not recognized 
as a nation, neither have they 
been to this day; it is true that 
a colony returned to Jerusalem 
and rebuilt Jerusalem, the @alls 
and the temple, but were subject 
to a foreign power, they were 
even at the time of-Christ sib- 
ject to the Roman government, 
yet they were given some privi- 
leges even in governmental and 
court affairs, but to be ~vecng- 
nized as a nation, they have 
never been since Nepuchadnez- 
zar carried them away to 
Babylon. 

The question then was in 
Daniel’s mind, how long shall 
such affairs exist with his peo- 
ple, this is what he was praying 
about so the angel tells him that 
seventy weeks are determined 
upon thy people, to finish the 
transgression, etc. 

o finish the transgression. 
The Jews are yet under the 
transgression and will be till 
after the tribulation is over.

the Holy Ghost, he hath shed 
forth this which ye now see and 
hear, And when the Jews had 
heard that forcible sermon it 
went to some of their hearts 
like a dagger, and they were 
convinced and convicted of their 
sins, and said unto Peter and to 
the rest of the apostles, Men 
and brethren, what shall we do? 
And when Peter undertook to 
answer their question, he like 
John the Baptist and Jesus at 
the beginning of their ministry 
told them to repent, and be bap- 
tized for the remission of sins, 
and ye shall receive the gift of 
the Holy Ghost. “For the 
promise is unto you, and to 
your children, and to all that 
are afar off, even as many :: 
the Lord our God shall call.” 
Acts 2:39. 

Some folks claim that the 
Pentecostal folks do not believe 
in repentance but we do, for it 
is the first step toward the 
Pentecostal experience. John 
the Baptist and Jesus both first 
preached repentance, and told 
of the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost; and after their follow- 
ers received the experience the 
first thing that they told the 
people to do was to repent, and 
the first that we tell sinners to 
do is to repent, and get rid of 
their sins and then they can re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost; for the 
promise is as Peter said to all, 
even as many as the Lord will 
call to repentance, this Pente- 
costal experience is not for sin- 
ners for Jesus said, ‘““The world 
cannot receive it because it 
seeth him not’ neither knoweth 
him,” for he said to those 
that had repented and had got- 
ten rid of their sins, “ye know 
him, for he dwelleth in you and 
shall be in you.” 

There is not one place in the 
Bible where any one can even 
twist the Scripture and make it 
appear that some one receives 
the Holy Ghost at conversion, 
but at every place where the 
Bible said they received the 
Holy Ghost they were already 
serving the Lord. 

When Peter had fully explain- 
ed the plan of salvation to the 
mixed multitude from the many 
islands and nations of the earth, 
some of them gladly received 
the Word and there were added 
unto them the same day about 
three thousand souls, and I can 
imagine when they began to re- 
turn home they had strange 
news to tell; the mockers of 
course told about how a drunk- 
en crowd of cranks acted at 
Jerusalem and deceived many, 
while others who received the 
experience thought it grand and 
returned to their home with the 
good news of the wonderful 
Pentecostal experience.

What a glorious time it must 
have been, and surely they were 
reminded of the 133 Psalm, “Be- 
hold, how good and pleasant it 
is for brethren to dwell together 
in unity! It is like the precious 
ointment upon the head, that 
ran down upon the beard, even 
Aaron’s beard: that went down 
to the skirts of his garments: 
as the dew of Hermon, and as 
the dew that descended upon 
‘the mountains of Zion for there 
the Lord commanded the bless- 
ing, even life forevermore.” 

This rejoicing continued for 
about five years amidst a few 
persecutions, such as’ beating 
and imprisoning some of the 
apostles, but no martyrs until 
that mob cast Stephen out of 
the city and stoned him to 
death, and from that time Saul 
who was afterwards called Paul, 
made havoc of the church, en- 
tering into every house, and 
hailing men and women, and 
committing them to prison. 

And because of the rapid 
growth of the persecutions the 
saints were scattered abroad, 
and went everywhere preaching 
the Word. As recorded in the 
8th chapter of Acts, Philip 
went down to the city of Sa- 
maria, and preached Christ un- 
to them. “And the people with 
one accord, gave heed unto 
those things which Philip spake,

hearing and seeing the miracles 
which he did.” Verse 5, 6. 

And in the 12th verse, “But 
when they believed Philip 
preaching the things . concern- 
ing the kingdom of God, and 
the name of Jesus Christ, they 
were baptized both men and 


women.” “And there was great 
joy in that city.” verse 8. 
From the reading of the 


above Scripture there was great 
demonstration of the power of 
God manifested in the city of 
Samaria, devils were cast out, 
the sick were healed, and many 
souls believed in Christ and 
were saved, and they had great 


hear the truth, and after Corne- 
lius had related his vision, Peter 
opened his mouth and began to 
preach Christ unto them and 
while he was preaching there 
was something very strange 
happened to the Gentiles. 
“While Peter yet spake these 
words, the Holy Ghost fell on 
all them which heard the word. 
And they of the circumcision 
which believed were astonished, 
as Many as came with Peter, 
because that on the Gentiles 
also was poured out the gift of 
the Holy Ghost. For they heard 
them speak with tongues, and 
magnify God. Then answered 





joy in that city. Great joy al- 
ways follows revivals and they 
certainly had a_ great one in 
Samaria, but none of them had 
received the Holy Ghost, but in- 


and made peace with Him, and 
the joys of heaven were in their 
soul; they were baptized both 
men and women, and the good 
news of their peace with God 
soon reached the apostles which 
were still at Jerusalem and of 
course the apostles rejoiced to 
hear of the salvation of the 
Samaritans, although they were 
not satisfied because they hac 
not received the Holy Ghost. 

“Now when the _ apostles 
which were at Jerusalem heard 
that Samaria had received the 
Word of God, they sent unto 
them Peter and John: who, 
when they were come down, 
prayed for them, that they 
might receive the Holy Ghost; 
for as yet He was fallen upon 
none of them, only they were 
baptized in the name of. the 
Lord Jesus. Then laid they 
their hands on them, and they 
received the Holy Ghost.” Acts 
8:14, 15, 16, 17. 

It seems that it is hard for 
the people of this day to under- 
stand receiving the Holy Ghost 
apart from conversion, and a 
great many of the denomina- 
tions teaches that any one gets 
it altogether when they get sav- 
ed, but this doctrine is absolute- 
ly contrary to the experience of 
the Samaritans, it is very plain 
and easy to be understood that 
Philip first went to their city 
and preached Chyist unto them, 
and they believed his preaching, 
and accepted the salvation of 
the Lorg Jesus and were baptiz- 
ed both men and women in His 
name. 

And when the apostles which 
were at Jerusalem heard that 
the Samaritans had accepted 
Christ, they sent Peter and John 
down there that they might en- 
joy the fullness of salvation, and 
when the apostles arrived in 
their city they had a prayer 
meeting and prayed for them 
that they might receive the 
Holy Ghost, and as they prayed 
they received the Pentecostal 
experience, which was a bless- 
ing separate, and apart from the 
blessing of conversion that they 
had received before they were 
baptized in the name of the Lord 
Jesus. 

Up to this time only the Jews 
were enjoying the Pentecostal 
experience, but as Christ had 
come to show light unto the 
Gentiles he began to work with 
one Cornelius at Caesarea as re- 
corded in Acts 10. 

Cornelius was a good man and 
feared the Lord with all his 
house, and gave much alms to 
the people, and spent much time 
in prayer, so one day while he 
was praying, God showed him in 
a vision to send for Peter which 
he did, and about the same time 
God had showed Peter to go and 
not any longer call the Gentiles 
common or unclean, and as 
Peter arrived at Cornelius’ home 
he found that he had called in 
his kinsmen and near friends to 


asmueh as they found the Lord ' 


Peter, Can any man _ forbid 
| water, that these should not be 
| baptized, which have received 
ithe Holy Ghost as well as we?” 
Acts 10:44-47. 

In the eleventh chapter as 
Peter is telling the apostles and 
brethren in Judaea about the 
outpouring of the Spirit on the 
Gentiles at Caesarea he tells of 
six brethren that were with him. 
These six brethren are those re- 
ferred to, in the above Scrip- 
ture as the circumcision which 
were astonished when the Holy 
Ghost was poured out on the 
Gentiles, for they heard them 
speak with tongues and magni- 
fy God. 

We will notice here a siga 
manifested by which the six 
Jews and Peter also knew that 
they had received the Holy 
Ghost, for they heard them 
speak with tongues, this agree- 
ing with what Jesus had told 
his disciples about signs follow- 
ing believers, “They shall speak 
with new tongues.” Mark 16:17. 
Since speaking in tongues in 
the apostolic days was a sign 
of the indwelling of the Holy 
Ghost, and a sure evidence to 
others that one had received 
Him, it would also be an evi- 
dence to-day of the abiding 
Comforter for we know by our 
experience when one receives 
Him, for we hear them speak in 
tongues, and magnify God. 
Some might argue that the ex- 
perience received by the Gen- 
tiles at Caesarea was different 
to that received by the Jews at 
Jerusalem, but it was not, for 
as Peter was telling the other 
apostles and brethren about it, 
he said, “And asI began to 
speak, the Holy Ghost fell on 
them, as on us at the begin- 
ning.” Acts 11:15. 

And he said to the six brethren 
at the house of Cornelius, “Can 
any man forbid water, that 
these should not be baptized, 
which have received the Holy 
Ghost as well as we?” verse 47. 
So the Pentecostal experience 
was not only for the one hun- 
dred and twenty, or even the 
Jews, but it was for the Gen- 
tiles also, and even to us, for as 
Peter told the people at Jeru- 
salem, it was for them that was 
afar off, so we are afar off and 
are receiving the Pentecostal 
experience as_ they did in the 
days of old.
